THE BRITISH COLONIST* 
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Naturalization Made Easy. 

It will bo Boon by reforotico to our 
Dominion Mail Summary that Mr Cum- 
eron, member of tbo Canadian Houso cf 
OotnmonB for Huroo, has introduced a 
Bill which propofios to confor tho right 
of oitkenehip on all persons residing in 
tho country previous to Confederation, 
or who shall take tho onth of allegiauce. 
This is a matter of considerable impor- 
tance to British Columbia, rogardod as 
a Provinoo of tho Dominion. The en- 
tire population of thU colony, exolusive 
of aborigines and Asiatics, doos not in 
All probability oxoeed ten thousand per- 
sons. Of that number probably one- 
third are aliens. If tbo measure intro- 
duced into tho Dominion Parliamout 
should pass into law it is presumable 
that it would have the oifect of confer- 
ring tho right of citizunship upon all 
who might bo resident in the oolony at 
tho time of the proclamation of its ad*, 
mission into tho Union; aud it would 
farther euablo all to become British sub- 
jeolB by simply taking the oath of allo- 
gianoo. In so far as the former prin- 
oiplo is concerned, wo find it rocognizod 
by our powerful neighbor. Whenever a 
Territory of tho Uuion is received as a 
State all residents beoomo entitled to 
the right of citizenship. We will say 
at once that, in so far as British Colum- 
bia iB concerned, wo think such a pro- 
vision would not only be proper but erui* 
nently desirable, As has been said, uo 
Inoonsiderablo proportion of the present 
population is composed of foreigners. 
Many of those are amongst our most 
enterprising and Bub-Etantial merobants, 
traders,, minors, farmers, merbanice, 
and it would bo at onco a gracoful und 
a wise act to offer to such tbo rights of 
citizenship, upon tho colony becoming a 
Province of the Dominion. Of course 
if would ho altogether optional with 
such whether or not they would avail 
themselves* of tbo offer; but to make it 
would be a Dice recognition of tbo im- 
portant part thoy have acted in opouiog 
up and developing tho country. If tbo 
■abject wero oni which could bo dealt 
with by tho local legislature., we would 
recommend tho enaotmont of euch a law; 
bat, inasmuch as this is one of a olaes 
of subjects falling within the scope of 
Federal fanctionp, wo should bo glad to 
see that part of Mr Cameron's Bill 
become law. Iu so lar as the other 
proposition is concerned, wo are dis- 
posed to regard its introduction iuto this 
oolony with doubt and disfavor. We 
have said that the Dominion cannot of. 
ford to be loss liberal iu this matter chau 
her neighbor, Neither, perhaps, can 
she afford to bo more liberal. It is very 
probable that uo duDger ueod be appre - 
hended in tho older and moro thickly 
settled Provinces from a provision en- 
abling foreigners to bo suddenly traut,- 
ic-rmed into British subjects without any 
condition as to residence; but it is high* 
ly questionable whether such an ar- 
rangement might not bo Iruught with 
danger to this colony, and very probably 
to Manitoba and tbo Provinces yot to 
be formed out of tho Northwest Terri- 
tory. Tho proximity cf British Colum- 
bia to tho United Slates, the paucity ol 
its population and its liability at any 
momeu: to bo overrun by a foreign elo- 
moot would seem rather to point out 
the imprudenco of such a moasuio. With 
an electoral IranchiHO requiring little 
beyond more citizenship it. would soarco 
ly appoar to be desirable that a floating 
population, here to day and uway to- 
morrow, should bo enabled to vote at 
and, in.aomo districts, posBibly carry our 
elections. In ibis respect, wo do not 
see why 'we should bo any moro iibiiral 
than our neighbor. There are not warn- 
ing reasons why we should not bo more 
liberal just yet

Ho would not, however, refer 
to tbera until the Bill was referred to com- 
mittee. When in London, tho Colonial Se- 
cretary referred to this subject and paid tbero 
would bo nn objection to endo sinj» any legis- 
lation on tbe patt ol the Dominion Parlia- 
ment with regard to naturalization, but that 
care should bo talten in dealing with for- 
eigners who were connected witb aeafaring 
pursuits. It was therefore neeeepary in ihe 
enactment of naturalization laws to exercise 
groat prudenoo lost the Acts ol this Uause 
Bboald be disallowed. The Bill was ieferred 
to a special committee. 

A most disgraceful outrage was commit- 
ted at an election meeting in South Simcoe.

Europe. 

Ykiisiili.es, (Vpril 8 — The government troops 
carried Neuouilly yesterday afternoon and 
ero6sed tho Seiua at 3:30 p m under a tre- 
mendous fire from the guns Mid miltrallieuscs 
ot tbo insurgents; they advanced up tbe avenuo 
Neuilley driving tho insurgents furiously baok 
inside tho city, and advanced as far us Ponto 
ilailiott. The sluugbter was great, The troops 
are so near Paris that thsy ure firing shells 
into the city continually. The greatost cons 
aternation provaila, and tha insurgents suffer 
heavily. The government troops fought 
splendidly at Nanterre, where General Gari. 
fer whipped thy rebels badly. No particulars 
ol the fight recoived. 

Tho interior of Paris is calm. 

A dispatch from Versailles this erening says 
the entire urmy now under command ot Mar- 
shal McMahon has beeu divided into four corps, 
of which one is hold in ruserro aud is com- 
manded by Vinoy, and tho other three are 
ordered iuto active service under command of 
fci'enernls Ladmernult, Cissy and ffubrail. 

London, April a — Dispatches Irom Paris 
dated the 8th confirm the accounts received 
from Versailles, aud admits that tho ©ov- 
eruiuont troops occupied the barricades at 
Neuilly at 1 o'clock on Friday evening.

WASHINGTON, April 9 —Tho Joint High Com- 
mission was in session yesterday. All reports 
agreo that tho negotiition is progressing 
favorably, and a statement comes from well 
informed sourcoj that the proposed basis of 
settlement of thu questions pending beforo 
ihe Commission first contemplate giving the 
privilego to American fishermen to fish within 
purta of Canadian waters from which they are 
now excluded, mid to laud and dry fish and 
clean nets etc. For this priveluga the United 
States is to pay Canada a specified sum of 
money. 2nd — That cm tain general inter- 
national principles aro la d down covering 
those of neutrality by which claims arming 
Irom depredations of the Alabama and Shen- 
andoah oic. nru to be adjusted. 3rd — That 
Commissioners to bo heiirafter appointed to 
adjust mailers on tho basis proposed.

Some of the Com- 
mlSBlOBS have no hesitation in saying that they 
will probably by tbe 1st of May submit tho 
conclusions of tbo Commission to tho two 
governments.
